The present invention related to a method for taking the graphic adaptor away fi"om the 



system PC box and placing the graphic adaptor with the monitor for avoiding the bottleneck 
caused by the cable having to carry all of the bandwidth of the high resolution images. Each 
independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features 

"such as at least one of a data bandwidth bottleneck between the graphics adaptor and 
said monitor and an electromagnetic radiation due to and analog/digital transmission line for the 
display data between said graphic adaptor and the monitor is reduced". 

The closest prior art of the Applicant Admitted Prior Art and Strongin (U. S. Patent No. 
6,304,035) show similar systems, but either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render above quoted limitations obvious.
